Species I: The invention is drawn to an apparatus comprising control circuitry to apply 
charging voltages to charge the electrical capacitance at a first rate, then at a second rate before 
discharging the capacitance. 

Species II: The invention is drawn to an apparatus comprising control circuitry to apply 
discharging voltages to discharge the electrical capacitance at a first rate, then at a second rate 
before charging the capacitance. 

Species III: The invention is drawn to an apparatus comprising circuitry to inject noise 
into images being printed to reduce banding by providing charges on respective elements. 

Species IV: The invention is drawn to an apparatus comprising control circuitry to effect 
uniform droplet velocities from the droplet ejection devices. 

Species V: The invention is drawn to an apparatus comprising control circuitry to effect 
predetermined different drop velocities from different droplet ejection devices. 

Species VI: The invention is drawn to an apparatus comprising control circuitry to vary 
the amplitude of charge as well as the length of time of charge. 

Species VII: The invention is drawn to an apparatus comprising control circuitry to 
control charging of the electrical capacitance as a function of a frequency of droplet ejection. 

Species VIII: The invention is drawn to an apparatus comprising circuitry to selectively 
cause a constant current signal to charge the capacitance. 

The species are independent or distinct because they contain claimed limitations that are 
different characteristics and patentable over each other.
